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THE PROBLEM FOR THE DEMOCRATS 
The last presidential campaign was in some 
way s very educational. 
During the course of it Americans generally 
were persuaded th a t it makes very little differ­ 
ence, as far as business prosperity is concerned, 
w hether we have a Republican or Democratic 
adm inistration in W ashington. 
They gave up the hoary m y th th a t one party is 
sure to keep business booming and th a t the oth­ 
er is pretty apt to drop a monkey wrench in the 
machinery . 
Learning th a t the economic cy cle operates 
more or less independently of governments was 
the beginning of wisdom. But just as we got th at 
lesson down pat, along comes Col. Leonard P. 
Ay res, famous business statistician, to declare 
bluntly th a t w hether prosperity comes back in 
the near future depends largely on w hat the new 
adm inistration does during its first few months. 
Yet this needn’t be as confusing as it sounds. 
This depression, Colonel Ay res ex plains, is un­ 
like all previous ones. Our economic difficulties, 
for the first time, will not be self-curing. H ith­ 
erto a steadily increasing population, a constant­ 
ly ex panding ex port trade and the steady rise of 
great new industries have made the eventual re­ 
turn of prosperity autom atic. Now, for the first 
time, all three of these factors are absent. If we 
are to recover, it m ust be through definite gov­ 
ernm ent action. 
In th a t fact lies both hope and danger. 
If a wise settlem ent of the war debts and a 
sane readjustm ent of tariff laws can rehabilitate 
our ex port trade; if the soundness of our money 
can be preserved by proper fiscal policies at 
W ashington; if the government can find some 
way of adjusting the relationship between low 
commodity prices and a domestic debt structure 
which is based on pre-depression prices — if all 
of these things can be done, say s Colonel Ay res, 


the foundations for a genuine recovery will have 
been laid, and the rest will be just a m atter of 
time. 
But there is, of course, another side to it. If 
these things are not done; if the debt-and-tariff 
muddle remains in its present chaotic condition, 
if the budget stay s off balance, if we resort to 
inflation as a stimulus for business — in that 
case we may find that our hard times have only 
begun. 


ANOTHER VERTEBRATE 
It must be thrilling to be an eager paleontolo­ 
gist these day s. So many fascinating fossils are 
being dug up in unex pected places and revealing 
surprising glimpses of the remote past. There 
have not y et been enough of them to solve all the 
ancient my steries of life on this planet in its ear­ 
liest day s, y et they have given great hope that 
solution was coming a little nearer. They have 
started several new lines of reasoning and re­ 
search, too. 
A recent treasure of this sort is the skull of a 
strange, cat-size creature, like no animal now 
living, believed to date back 50,000,000 y ears. It 
was dug up in Louisiana by oil-well drillers. At 
the 
Smithsonian Institution, where ex treme 
statements are not the rule, it has been called 
“one of the most- remarkable discoveries in the 
history of vertebrate paleontology .” It is im- 
portant because it may teach scientists a little 
more about the first mammals on earth, most of 
which have left no trace whatever. 
This new find seems to have lived on insects 
and to have been able to live out of the mud in 
which the dinosaurs wallowed, even to have 
climbed trees. The dry ing up of the swamps 
which was so hard on the prehistoric reptiles 
must have been beneficial to the little creature 
in question. Yet it did not survive and it has no 
known descendants or relatives today .

The death of John Smelser 
last week recalls day s of long ago 
when 
the 
Hinchman-Smelser 
Sex tet was in great demand as 
musicians at social gatherings, 
picnics 
and 
literaries—t w o 
Hinchmans and four Smelsers, 
made up the full band. At times 
they served in triplets, quartets, 
quintets and sex tets or the full 
band. Not a grouch in the bunch 
and their repertoire ranged from 
“Coon Dog” to the “Marselaise.” 
The leader of that band—James 
E. (Emmerson) Hinchman died in 
Rushville several y ears ago. His 
wife, Fannie (Smelser) Hinch­ 
man was a “second” without 
peer. Mose. as Emmerson was 
nick-named, after the jolly old 
blacksmith, Moses Reel, located 
just west of Sex ton, was prin­ 
cipal 
“lead” with the violin, 
“seconded” by John, Bert, and Ed 
Smelser on bass viol or “fiddle.” 
Charles Hinchman, brother of 
Emmerson, was a fine violinist 
and play ed all parts with equ.al 
grace. By name there were three 
Hinchmans and three Smelsers. 
The Smelsers were children of 
Boone 
DeHaven 
Smelser and 
wife, Melissa Morris. The Hinch­ 
mans were the children of An­ 
drew and Mary Hinchman of old 
Virginia stock. Of th at famous 
• string band” three y et survive, 
namely : Charles Hinchman of 
Kansas City and Bert and Ed 
Smelser, Bert at Anderson and 
Ed at Greenfield. 
The Smelsers were of Ken­ 
tucky stock and at one time 
John, father of Boone D. Smel­ 
ser, Sr., owned a vast body of 
land. As school children the two 
families attended school at the 
Norris 
school 
house, 
once 
a j 
famed 
meeting 
place 
where 
\ 
nearly six ty y ears ago I first 
j 
heard “canned” music. For my 
i 
friend John Smelser, celestial 
j 
music is now I hope around and | 
about him. Of those two families | 
it would be impossible to find a j 
group of children more lovable, 
j 
good natured and kind. 
Alway s cheerful and friendly 
among themselves and all they 
met. It used to be said th at "y ou 
could not kick a Hinchman into 
a fight,” but I would not advise 
any one to try th at ex periment 
on a Smelser. There are ex cep­ 
tions. however, in most cases. 
The late Henry O’Neil worked as 
a farm hand for John T. Hinch­ 
man in the seventies and one 
morning John T., got the idea in 
his head th at he could lick any 
Irishman he ever saw, but when 
he got through with it, he could 
not see for a week. Henry , of 
course, thought their relations 
and friendship at an end, but 
when Henry failed to show up 
the nex t morning John T. went 
after him 
and 
told him he 
could not get along without him 
and to pay no attention to a lit­ 
tle thing like that, but go on 
with his work as usual—th at he 
(John T.) caused it—thought he 
was the best man, but was fully 
persuaded th at he had made a 
mistake. They were ever after­ 
ward the best of friends. 
During 
the 
Civil 
War the 
“Jeff” depot was a great battle 
ground and it is said Harry 
O’Neil was a few times “pushed” 


in the ring but never was second 
best. And y et he was one of the 
kindliest of men, jolly , 
good- 
natured and sociable. His grand­ 
son, Henry , the blacksmith, is a 
fair sample of the elder Henry ’s 
phy sique and good nature, and 
as a y oung man learned, a few 
y ears ago, at the Innis-Pearce 
factory , 
he 
can 
handle 
his 
“dukes.” 
Boone D. Smelser and wife 
were the parents of six children, 
William H. (Harve), Fannie (who 
married Theodore 
Reese—now 
dead), Edward, Bert and Sarah 
Hinchman, daughter of Andy 
and Mary Hinchman and they 
became the parents of Cora, 
Charley , 
Albert, 
Chester 
and 
Chase. Cora married 
Orla D. 
Green and they have sev^n chil­ 
dren : Marie, Manda, Anna, Flor­ 
ence, Frank, Earl, Harvey . Albert 
m arried Opal Sims and they 
have one child, Max ine. Chester 
married Bessie Smith and they 
have one child, Josephine. The 
Smelsers were Kentucky Demo­ 
crats but never hunted an office. 
The Andy Hinchman family 
consisted of Rufus, Sarah, James 
E., Charles and- Cary , who be­ 
came a doctor and died in Mich­ 
igan a few y ears ago. The north 
branch of the cy clone of June 14, 
1880 carried away Rufus Hinch­ 
m an’s house in which at the 
time were his wife and daugh­ 
ter who were almost m iracu­ 
lously saved 
from death al­ 
though covered with brick from 
the chimney . This house stood, 
where now stands the home of 
Frank Billings in Union town­ 
ship near where stood the Black 
school house. 
The south wing of this storm 
will not soon be forgotten by 
the survivor along its path. We 
then lived on the farm near 
Perkin’s Corner, owned at his 
death by the late “Nine” Amos, 
and upon which at that time 
stood a magnificent natural for­ 
est. After the storm it was an 
inex tricable 
tangle of 
lumber 
blown down in every dire^ion as 
the wind traveled in cy clonic 
fashion, in a circle, more than 
80 head of livestock, horses, cat­ 
tle and hogs, were pasturing in 
th at woods, at the time and not 
a dead animal was found aft­ 
erward. 
The stately old brick house, 
still standing and of the Mans- 
ford sty le, suffers no loss, save 
a large chimney on the south 
side, which crashed through the 
roof. 
The Pleasant Run school 
house which stood near, was 
unroofed and across the road 
the house of Henry Perkins was 
ruined. 
Moving east by south, 
the storm missed New Salem but 
killed a Mr. Williams and wife 
just south of the town. The force 
of the wind was lost among the 
hills near the Ohio state line. 
When? Flay Day , 1 8 8 0. 
The Smelser mills were builded 
by John Smelser in 1 8 2 2 -2 3 
and 
for y ears it was the most popu­ 
lar mill in Rush county . 
For 
y ears before this date and long 
after the Civil war a store stood 
near the old mill site. The land 
for miles around had been en­ 
tered and that part of 
Unio n 
township was rapidly settled — 


unobtrusiveness

menta 
powers. 
Boone Smelser was s 
man well versed in astronomy 
of th at day , as well as the his­ 
tory of past historical events. 
Jesse J. Smelser could give no 
ex cuse for ex istence until y ou 
engaged him in conversation, 
when his face beamed intelli­ 
gence and his genial good na­ 
ture and deep thinking attract­ 
ed attention. 
Not much of his 
vast acreage was cropped but he 
y early turned out large 
herds 
of beef cattle. 
He gave little 
attention to other stock. 
Like many other families, the 
name is now an unknown quan­ 
tity where it was once so famil­ 
iar. 
The 
children

Smelser are now the only direct 
descendants of their ancestors, 
who in early day s settled and 
cleared the country . 
Contiguous 
to 
the Smelser 
land was John Bell with his 
many sons and, aside from Fred 
Bell, not another of the name 
occupies 
their 
“native 
land.” 
This too, is true of the Hamil- 
tons who joined the Bells on 
the west, while on the east the 
Ertels are represented by a son 
of Philip and Charles Ertel. 
The house in which I write 
was built in 1849 by one John 
Sarks and at th at time faced 
the Indian trail, which then ran 
from Connersville to Anderson, 
portions of 
which 
trail 
still 
remain. It crossed Flat Rock at 
Smelser’s mill and in a north­ 
west 
course 
ran 
direct 
to 
Knightstown, but was straight­ 
ened in this section, for most of 
the way , in the early 50’s. 
But with all the changes th at 
have come, with 
the 
passing 
y ears, the well known cheery 
voice of a departed friend, in 
retrospection, brings us the som­ 
bre thought th at man was made 
to die and “it is only the wink 
of an ey e, the draught of a 
breath, from the the blossom of 
health to the paleness of death.”
